Reuter learns that authoritative quarters are surprised at the 
alarmist nature of the references to the recent Angla-Freach nego 
tlations regarding the Franen-Kemalist agreement. Britain Shrough- 
cut has upheld the necessity for inter-Allied solidarity, ‘and it is 
considered that France’s action is a departure: from the principle 
of the clozest co-operation. It is emphasised that the disquiet 
which has been caused in England, could only be effaced by France 
carrying out her friendly assurances. Viscount Curzon has sug- 
gested a meeting of the British, French and Italian Foreign Mintis- 
ters which, it ia moped, will reaffirm the Allies” solidarity and result 
in a prompt and unquestioned settlement in the Near East. 

Havre, Dee. 2. 

Interviewed on his return from Washington, M. Briand declared 
that after his speech at Washington the noble representative of 
Great Britain was the first to arise and promise France ‘support. 
M. Briand then felt he had not crossed the Atlantic in vain. He did 
Tet oppose equitable naval proposals, bot the limitation of land 
armaments was different.

Adly on the 10th Nov. provides that Britain shall undertake to sup- 
port Egypt in the defence of her vital interests and the integrity of 
her territory. British forces"shall have free passage through Egypt, 
be maintained in such places im Egypt for such periods as at the 
time is determined and have facilities for the acquisition of barracks, 
aerddromes, navel harbours, etc. 

The Egyptian reply presented on the 15th November suggests 
that localisation of the British forces in the region of the Canal 
would have been sufficient. It says thet the British ‘proposal con- 
stitutes decupation pure and simple and destroys every idea of in- 
dependence. The reply also objects to the stipulations governing 
the conduct of foreign affairs, which provide for consultation with 
the British Government through the High Commissioner before en- 
tering into any political agreements with foreign Powers, likewise

Canton has had quite a number 
of bouquets handed to it lately 
regarding the manner in which it 
is conducting the affairs of the 
Two Kwangs. It bas also had its 
abare of pai lic criticism—the frea 
gift of any administration. In 
the keeping of order throughout 
the extensive territary under its 
control Canton is faced with a 
difficult task. and we viow it as 
something of a pity that peaceful 
trading conditions and the aafety 
oF the conntry folk are so 
jeopardised by ‘bandits and 
pirates. Naver a week goes by 
without we receive fresh naws of 
bandit operations. But this is a 
matter which will doubtless right 
itself intime. Itis unfortunate, 


also, that so many disastrous, 


fires have broken out in Canton 
and other cities quite recently 
and the Canton Government 
should give such a matter its 
careful consideration. Ik should 
certainly order full investigations. 
Apart from the three big fires in 
Canton city itself involving mil- 
lions of dollars, there have been 
fires as Kongmoon, Waichow and 
Honam—all of which hava heen 
productive af much damage and 
some resulting in. the loss of 
buman life. We have heard it 
sarmised here in Hongkong that 
some of tha fires have been 
deliberately started in the kope 
that by embarrassing and closing 
the native insurance societies 
there will bea lessened general 
sense of financial security, which 
would operate to the detriment of 
the Government. There are more 
ways of fighting a Government 
than with the sword and perhaps 
some ex-Kwangsi men have 
realised it. Ithas been no secret 
eversincethe presen: Government 
was established in Canton that it 
has been handicapped for want of 
money, in spite of which it put 
away opium smoking and gam- 
bling and thereby sacrificed in- 
cometothe spirit of public weal. A 
few weeks ago it instirnted exzra 
taxation on alcoholic liquors and 
tobacco aad has brought a storm 
around its, bead from. certain 
foreign merchants, But Canton 
has made out a good answer—an 
answer which we think establishes 
Canton’s right to impose whatever 
taxation it thinks fis. We notice 
in the Canton Times of Saturday 
last that a now source of revenne 
is being considered by the Com- 
missioner of Finance and it is 
tepaorted that he is studying the 
application of a" Communication 
Tex” which (says the paper 
mentioned) bas been employed by 
Japan and France. The details
